Threateaed Invasion of England. 

At the late fjront di;mo.islration at Liver- 
pool >'-r. \V. Drown e.vpri'ssod himself as 
■follows on the subject of the threatened in- 
vasion of England and the duty of preparing 
for it : 

He ."^aid he did not hesitate to (•oine tlu-rc 
that evening togive the weight or what liiile 
influence he possessed to the movcrneni, 
because he believed it to be a movement, 
which was necessary to the happiness, the 
prosperity and the dignity of the country. 
[Hear, hear.] France was increasing lier 
armaments, and what was probably more 
alarming to British .suliject.s, ulie was in- 
creasing her flat-bottomed boatj, which he 
could not.Qonceive to be lor any other pur- 
pose than that of paying us a hoMili- visit 
at some future day. Hnt F.ngland. lie was 
happy to say. was nowiinile alive and pre- 
paring to meet such an event. [Hear, hear.) 
lie rather thought tlie Kinpi-ior of tin- 
French, was tle.sirous of keeping on the best 
terras with ' England, but he wns not tho 
master of his own position. Me had nn ar- 
my of six or seven hundred thousaud men, 
anxious for glory in the field, and they fan- 
cied there would be uothiiiu' mure ghirinu'. 
than to invade our shores. Tlirie couKl be 
no doubt that the French .soldiers were well 
organized, and that their courage was erpial 
to that of any other people in the world; 
and he was glad, therefore, to see that we 
were in a state of preoaration, aii^l would 
soon be prepared to meet llieni or any oilier 
invader, from whatever p.-ul of Itic world hi' 
' niight conie. [Hear, hear, and applausi'.] 
Tho Mayor and ilia Reverend Rector had 
spjkeu of the importance, in a moral point 
of view, ol defendir.g our wives anil fam- 
ilies, and the Ku^lishinau's castle — his 
homo ; and he. would endeavor to show 
liow tho materia'^ interests of this country 
would be affootod by any attempt of a lor- 
eign foe to sot fool on our soil. There " as 
no"°interest so important to this town ami 
this country as the shipping interest, and ho 
had leasou to kr.ow that at this moitR'nt 
shippers were so much afraid of our being 
at war with Franco that they were seri- 
ously consideriug the advisability of ship- 
ping their goods in neutral bottoms, Tliey 
knew very well that if France attempted lo 
seize property shipped in American bollonis 
it would produce a war with the United 
States, and therefore they consideied that, 

■ .by pUoitig their properly in such iieutral 
' bottom's, it would be safe. Our shipping 

interest was the right arm of our power, 
and we should take every means in our pow- 
erto increase our navy and marine. The po- 
sition ill whicli we are plaoeil ai itie inua. ,.i 
time was probably the most important we 
had been In for eight hundred years. iHi- 
ring that long period our soil had never 
been desecrated by a foreign foe, and it 
would be a disgrace to us if we did not now, 
as one man, unite to prevent tlie possibility 
of such a thing again occuriiig. [ Hear, 
hear 1 He had seen the present Kmperor 
of the French walking down St. .lames 
street with a baton in lus hand lo preserve 
the peace of London, and' his Majesty miust 

■ have seen that commere was power ; and 
notwithstanding that his illustrious ancestor. 
Napoleon 1, had designateil us as a nation 
of Shopkeepers, ho thought ^apoleon 111 
would be very unwilling to try a tussle 
wilh us. [Hear, hear.] A state of uncer- 
tainty and alarm prevented the employ- 
ment of capital and de.slioyed credit, and 
consequently many of our artisaris were 
thrown out of work ; and the establishment 
of volunteer corps such as those he saw be- 
fore him would do a great deal of good in 
preventing such a feeling by making the 
invasion of England a matter of impossibil- 
ity. - [ Applavise.-!

Dignity of Labor. 

Wo havo noticctl witli regret, a nianifont 
tendency, in ecrtiiiii qiuirtor?, to trn;\t labor 
with contempt, luid to disparngo tin; wcirking 
classes. TndiciitioiiH of this sort lire plenti- 
ful in private life. They wero not wanting 
in connection ^yith our recent town election. 
It is rumored that tlioy betrtiyod themselves 
in Bomo of the arrangeiuepts for celebrating 
the birthday of the poet Burns. The subject 
is one of no little iuiportnnce in the early 
''history of a country, whose dovelopenient 
'and prosperity depend on : downright bard 
: wbrlc withl'siibirol and^piok ; arid it is highly 
nocospary tlmt right public sentiment bo 
formed in regard to it. 

Already tlie miscliievou.s working of false 
views in regard to labor, has l.icguu to .^liow 
itself in ou/ miilat. We have strutting about 
among us. vain, empty-headed, conceited 
apologies for men, waiting for a "situation," 
which to them .signifies, a cliance to live 
witliout work TUcy arc incapable of doing 
iftnything toward deyeloping lho resources of 
iKb cbuntryi'^'CytbOT^^ must 
do )t¥at,''nnd' virtually dnrry these' 'drones on 
their" "shoulders through the world. As one 
of the unavoidable circumstances connected 
jnrith the history of a new country like this, 
iertaih'professions are overstocked, and some 
branches of business overdone. Hence many 
who came to make a living by the.se pro- 
fessions and branches of huaincss, must turn 
to other channels of activity, or if tbey have 
not independent resources, starve. Mceluin- 
ics and laborers, have been in demand, but 
a ijcntkman to touch tools and earn his bread 
by the use of nueh vulgar tliing.s as the 
spado or jack-plane, would be a terrible de- 
gradation, and subject him to a general cid 
Ung 'bj'hiB class. Tliis i.s no fancy picture 
Facts in real life among us, prove its nC' 
curacy. Some havo literally starved at the 
bidding of .this ridiculous and cruel sontt 
mcnt. Unablo to find scope for engagement 
in the profassion or business to which they 
were accustomed, and not daring to face the 
atiSUKi prejudice against w-.jrV., they have 
gone on short allowance, (lentcelly-drcsscd 
young men have picked their teeth ai-ouiid 
the precincts of the Colonial and otlier 
respectable hotels, bar-)ly keeping body 
and soul u>g<;ibcr on a uicil a day. 
Some few, having mora! courage cnougli 
to despise- the prejudice uo aro comballing 
or victims of the stern n a.\im, "necessity 
knows no law," have actually gone to luork. 
. Siirveyors and physicians have especially 
abounded in this and the sister Colony. It 
was very natural thai tba overwrought ac- 
counts of ouc teeiaifig populatioa should 
i,atlract:iajJ4rsa number, of these classes 
,,,ButiOur'*gbYernment 'beiifig ia no hurry to 
''have the public lands surveyed, and our 
• 'population being neither very dfinsa nor 
very; sickly, it was impossible that all 
should find spheres of professional activity 
Young men who have just finished an ex- 
pensive education, are often not flush of 
money, and in many case.'i, fond parents 
who have willingly invoiljd all they could 
sjiaro in pulling their sous through college, 
are unablu to atlord them much beyond 
their education, as a start. , From exagge- 
rated and too sanguine aocounts: they, were 
i«d' to* b'elidve tbat'they bad only togethere, 
to begin coining- of money .without delay. 
.Almost their little all was spent in accom- 
plishing a long and expensive voyage. - And 
so it has come to pass, that some of these 
enterprising young men have found them- 
selves *' strapped." Instances have occurred 
in which they havo resorted to teaming, 
carpentering, and even baking bread. Have 
they really lowered themselves by tliifl 
course ? Most terribly, no doubt, i'l the 

about them but the bark ; and who by a 
change of clotliing simply, would become 
low indeed. lint they stand higher in the 
estimation of all who can make any just 
prcten.'tions to comtTion sense and - real res- 
pectability. 

All honor to those who pfefer'to 'make a 
living by honest toil, rather than earn tho 
credit of a sham respectability by genteel 
idleness. Thei:e is not only a noble inde- 
pendence, but a true patriotism in this. 
He if a real benefactor " who makes two 
blades of grau grow, where. one. grew be- 
fore." One upright, intelligent working 
man is of nioro value to a nation than a 
dozen loafers, however fashionable they can 
B(]nint through a spy-glass, or iwirl a caim, 
or turn off a draught of " pawt" or "paw- 
taw." It is the true interest of any people, 
but especially of a people like ourselves, 
who must prosper, if at all, by the hard toil 



of the delving miner and agriculturist, to do 
all in our power to make labor respectable. 
Tlio country needs iforkin^ men, and if we 
can have settlers who are able, as the re- 
sult of B liberal education and well-culti- 
vated mind to wed Science to Labor, all 
the better. Mining, agriculture, and manu- 
factures, for all of which we have such 
great facilities, furnish ample scope for 
scientific appliances; and it is a grand 
mistake to sHp]>ose that there is a loss of 
power, or misapplication of intellect, when 
educated men turn their attention to tlieso 
departments of activity. 

No man capable of reasoning on this sub- 
ject, can fail to acknowledge the truth of 
the well-known but often forgotten couplet: 
" Honor and shame from no condition rise, 
Act 'well youV part, therein' the merit lies."
